John DeardorfTof the German Baptist 
church. 
His parents sustained the

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ATTORNEY GENERAL CARSON 


ANSWERS QUESTIONS 


That Have Been Giving the Road 


Supervisors Much Trouble and 


Concern. 


Attorney General Carson being re- 


quested to explain provisions of the 
new road has given out the following: 


Taxable means, capable of being tax- 


ed; liable by law to the assessment of 
taxes. This means that a woman 
owning property must be assessed the 
dollar provided in the Act aud every 
estate assessed as an estate must be 
charged the dollar. 
The dollar is 


assessed agaiust the property and 
must be paid by the non-resident as 
well as the resident owuer. 


A single woman uot a real estate or 


personal property owner can uot be 
assessed the dollar; she is not a tax- 
able. 


The tax of oue dollar is to be paid iu 


cash and not worked out. 


The treasurer appointed by the su- 


pervisors is entitled to a compensation 
on money received and distributed by 
him. 
This does not mean, if he re- 


ceives $2,000 that he is to be paid a 
percentage ou the *2,000 vvheu lie re- 
ceives aud ou the same amount when 
be pays it out. He is entitled to the 
percentage once ouiy. He can receive 
no perceutage ou the work tax. 


The secretary of the board can and 


should receive compensation for his 
services, the amount to be fixed by 
the supervisors. 


A member of the board of supervi- 


sors must not furnish supplies of any 
kind to the board or articles that are 
to be used iu the improvement of the 
roads. 


Any supervisor cau work out his 


taxes, where the work tax system is 
in force.

places as such supervisors may direct. 
The supervisors may have notices 
printed aud direct the roadmaster to 
serve them.

The treasurer must give a written 


| notice to all taxable persons of the 


j amount of tax that has been assessed 


I against them within ten days after re- 
jceiving the duplicate. 
This can be 


done by mailing a bill to each taxable. 


The levying of taxes in a township 


where the worS tax has not been abol- 
ished would be done in the manner 
heretofore in vogue. 


Neither the treasurer nor a township 


auditor can serve as a roadmaster. 


"Necessary expenses*' would in- 


clude traveling expenses, meals, horse 
feed, aud such other like items, but 
would exclude any compensation of 
any kind for tbe time spent by the 
supervisors in the discharge of their 
duties. 


If the interests of the township can 


be best taken care of by employing 
someone outside of the township as

Some Thoughts and Things on the 


Subject and Reasons For 


the Same. 


Of course nearly 
every 


ha* about us many i»o:ntf< of view 
from which it can be conwderal as 
there are people to do the ooiisulerinir. 
It is not proposed to look upon the 
project of au enlarged Court House 
from every point of view or even from 
a number, but from those points which 
urge the building. 


Ou the outside the Court House 


would look large enough as it is one 
of the imposing structure* of this 
place. The court room i* large enough 
for all court purposes, but there are 
many other things besides these for 
which a Court House is intended and 
as many citizens never get inside 
Court House and have no inclination 
to go there until they must, these pur- 
poses will be considered. 


The vaults of the court house are 


not fire proof. It is true they are me- 
tal lined with brick floors. But if a 
fire should occur in one of the vaults 
the entire contents of records could be- 
destroyed and perhaps no other part 
of building be injured. It would be 
impossible to make good any such 
loss. 


Every vault is lined with wooden 


shelving and contains wooden benches 
or desks, enough wood to destroy re- 
cords and books. The filing boxes in 
which judgment notes, and all court 
papers are kept are of wood. A fire 
would destroy them and contents. 
According to modern way of having 
things done, it is beyond dispute that 
the vaults are not fire proof. 


The modern vault is lined with steel 


shelving and metal boxes. There is 
practically no wood in them and re- 
cords are safe in them though build- 
ings be destroyed as the fact proved in 
the Baltimore and San Francisco Fire. 


The vaults are too small, too crowd- 


ed with the present arrangements. 
The Prothonotary is about at bis limit 
lor shelf room for record books and 
filing papers. The room left would 
not suffice for more than several years. 
If the county treasurer's department 
in the same vault would be turned 
over to the Prothonotary, the latter 
would not have too mucn room, when 
the requirements of coming years are 
considered. 


On the other side of the hall the 


vault occupied by Clerk of the Courts 
and 
Register and 
Recorder are 


in a like crowded condition. 
They 


have gone up as high as they can and 
as low down and it is a guess with 
them where the next lot of filing boxes 
or records are to go. These offices need 
separ .te vaults, twin vaults side by 
side, because there is so much of one 
office overlapping into the other that 
when records are being looked up one 
wants to be in touch with records in 
both offices. A second vault back of 
the present one, both made fire proof 
and furnished with fire proof metal 
furniture would complete the equip- 
ment of these two offices. Of course 
taking a vault room from the present 
office of the Register and Recorder, 
the Arbitration room would have to be 
resorted to for room for office for Reg- 
ister and Recorder. 


The idea of having the office of 


Sheriff at the jail is antique. Every 
execution issued must be timed and 
the Sheriff must do this and some one 
would have to hunt him up every 
time if he didn't have one of the other 
officers deputized to do that kind of 
work. But the sheriff should have an 
office in the court house where he 
would be constantly on duty in person 
or by deputy and have his records 
there instead of just anywhere. 


Of course the phrase "just any- 


where" never applies to the incum- 
bent sheriff for be has bis records at 
the jail, but one of the strangest of 


conditions prevails in this county. 
The gherlitV execution docket is sup- 


; posed to be his own personal docket 


i because It contain* his entry of fees 
which lie has collected or some one 
owes him. Other officers keep their 
own individual account books except 
the wlierlfl'. Ho every Sheriff when his 
term expires drags oil'his docket and 
juwt anywhere it may be when some 
citizen "may have to prove 
by it. 
'The Sheriff should have au office in 


Court House and leave his docket 
there and when they are needed 
as evidence they would be available. 


The County Treasurer and County 


Commissioners need vault room for 
the accuuiuiulatiou of years, which at 
the present time is lying about at any 
place, in their rooms, in the treasurer's 
vaults, etc. A big vault, lire proof and 
built at small cost could be arranged 
in the cellar, which could take care of 
all record accumulations in these 
offices but also provide surplus room 
for such records in other offices as are 
seldom referred to. 


The law provides that the county 


commissioners shall provide the Dis- 
trict Attorney with an office and the 
spirit of this provision means in the 
Court House, though in many coun- 
ties the office is furuished elsewhere. 
The office of the District Attorney be- 
comes most convenient during court 
weeks for the purposes of the officer in 
the transaction of business as well as 
for the portion of the public that must 
be able to find him. 


To provide Sheriff, District Attor- 


ney, County Treasurer, County Com- 
missioners, and Supt. of Schools 
with office room tbe present building 
can't do it, hence the need of a rear 
addition for these purposes. 


There are other accommodations 


which will benefit the public beside 
the above. The Grand Jury room is 
too small. The men are packed to- 
gether, the atmosphere becomes bad 
and it is a wonder that many meu are 
not made ill by being crowded to- 
gether in the room for several days. 


The worst corner in the court room 


is the witness room. It ought not to 
be dignified with the name of room. 


It is a kind of vestibule, to Grand 


and Petit jury rooms and rear way to 
Court Room. Any woman in Adams 
ocunty may at any time be subpoen- 
aed tu appear before Grand Jury to 
testify to something seen and she will 
be expected to await in this vestibule 
witness room and the county ought to 
be ashamed to ask any woman to be 
in that room. 


The extension of Court House to 


alley would give large Grand Jury 
room, petit jury room, several witness 
rooms, a library room, toilet room and 
any other room that may be needed 
for accommodation of public in trans- 
action of court business. 
' 


All these improvements might be 


made and Court House not be com- 
plete unless the Court Room be venti- 
lated. Chimneys and fire places were 
built so that a small fire would create 
a draught and carry off the foul air of 
room, but they might as well not be 
there without a fire as the solid col- 
umn of air in chimney may be as im- 
penetrable as a brick wall unless it is 
lifted 
out 
by heat. 
The court 


room might be and perhaps has been 
ventilated during court weeks by 
raising all windows at noon hour and 
evening but often and often the 
same old loud smelling atmosphere 
has reigned supreme from beginning

Mrs. J. O. Blocher and James Kep- 


uer asked council to carry sewer from 
Mrs. Wolfs house on Springs avenue 
to junction of Hay and Middle streets, 
about 400 feat. They said they were 
isolated from the benefits of light and 
pavements aud other conveniences 
but had to pay their taxes aud asked 
that sewer accommodations be given 
them.

like. We see them, to be sure, but the 
discomforts experienced in making the 
journey often take away much of the 
pleasure that otherwise might have 
been enjoyed. 


"If Xewbampshire, for Instance, bad 


a system of roads anywhere near like 
that of Massachusetts what a paradise 
it would be for the motorists! Some 
day the situation may be realized by 
the people of that state and something 
done to help the matter, but It looks 
as if it were a long way off. 


"For 
example, there are roads in the 


northern part of tbe state where the 
scenery is simply magnificent that 
could be put in (air shape for a few 
dollars. I know of places where tbe 
expenditure of a couple of dollars a 
day by a town to fill up boles and level 
roa<ls would in a week or two make 
the highways 50 per cent better. 


"At present they are abominable In 


some places. When you find you have 
to run a car at six or seven miles and 
ct times slow down to the point that 
Just divides between actually stopping 
and barely moving because of gullies 
and holes, when the road is perfectly 
level, too. for some miles, then some 
idea of the discomforts of motoring 
thereabouts may be gleaned." 


The writer within a few weeks trav- 


eled over a number of such roads and 
found tbe conditions were not at all ex- 
aggerated. It did seem like practiced 
negligence to allow tbe highways to re- 
main in that shape. It is not to be ex- 
pected that every town should set 
about making tbe roads within its 
boundaries as hard and smooth as a 
racing track, yet no valid reason ex- 
ists for letting them grow worse each 
xveek. fi/r in tbe end, when repairs are 
imperative, tbe cost is all the greater. 
And what Is true of one state Is appli- 
cable to others, Massachusetts cxcept- 
cd.

In England permission to perform it 
ciUKt first Ix' obtained from the lord 
chamberlain.

A copy of every new play intended 


; for production must be sent to the lord 
chamberlain seven clear days before 
the date of the first performance, to- 
gether with a feu of 1 guinea if the 
play consists of less than throo acts, 


i or 2 guineas if in throe or more act". 


, Thi-s copy need not necessarily be type- 


tvritten. but it must be clearly written, 
irtherwlse the manuscript may be re- 
turns! with a polite request to submit 
something that may be deciphered. 
Such a delay might lead to serious 
complications, so it is as well to do the 
thing properly at tlio start It should 
also be borne in mind that thpy do not 
give credit ut St. James' and that tho 
fee must accon?pauj th«? manuscript 
It will not do to send it on afterward, 
as such a proceeding would be sure to 
result In a complete impasse. The fee 
is for the reading, and the official read- 
er is the judge who passes the play for 
performance or prohibits it, as the case 
may be. The lord chamberlain is only 
an imposing figurehead In the matter— 
a nominal official. 


Well, supposing your play contains 


nothing objectionable, then the man- 
ager of the theater whereat the play la 
to lie produced will duly receive an 
elaborate form of certiflcate empower- 
ing him to produce the play in ques- 
tion. The wording of this is as fol- 
lows: "It having been represented to 
me by the examiner of all theatrical 
entertainments that a manuscript en- 
titled 'Crimson Footsteps; or, The Blood 
Stained Tennis Court,' being a drama 
In seven acts, does not contain in its 
general tendency anything immoral or 
otherwise improper for the stage, I. 
the lord chamberlain of his majesty's 
household, do. by virtue of my office 
and in pursuance of the act of parlia- 
ment in that case provided, allow the 
performance of tlic said manuscript at 
your theater, rrith the exception of all 
words and passages which arc speci- 
fied by the examiner In the indorse- 
ment of this license and without any 
further variations whatever." Then 
follows the si?n manual of the lord 
chamberlain and, in the bottom left 
hand corner. "To the Manager of the 
Royal Jollity Theater." 


These manuscripts are all bound and 


placed in the Dramatic library, and In 
the ordinary course of things they are 
not parted with under any considera- 
tion. If you lose your own copy yon 
must apply and pay for another copy 
of the one in the possession of the lord 
chamberlain. In the case of a contem- 
plated change of the title of a pla^no- 
tlce of this must be sent to the lord 
chamberlain before the change is made. 


1 Also in the case of additions and inter- 
| polations rotice should be given, otber- 


wise the authorities have the right to 


j stop the performance of such a play. 
| Pantomimes must also be licensed.

George III. and Oar Flop. 


Elkanah TVatson of Philadelphia, a 


distinguished patriot visited England 
soon after the close of the Revolution. 
Having won money on a wager, he de- 
cided to use the sum for a picture of 
himself to be painted by Copley. In 
the course of timo the picture was fin- 
ished, with the exception of a back- 
ground, which the painter had reserv- 
ed for a picture of a ship representing 
the bearing to America of the news of 
the recognition of the United States of 
America. The ship was finished, and 
nothing remained but to paint a flag 
at her mast Watson dined with Cop- 
ley on Dec. 5, 1782, and after listening 
to the speech of the king recognizing 
the new nation Copley went directly 
home and painted In the flag while the 
words of acknowledgment were still 
warm from the lips of the king. He 
had refrained from doing so before be- 
cause his studio was the resort of roy- 
alty and nobility. This painted flag is 
said to have been the first American 
flag seen by George III., who visited 
Copley's studio soon after the picture 
was completed. 


Blind Alex's WoMderfal 
Blind Alex, who lived in Stirling. 


Scotland, from 1S:0 to a!>ont 1S40. had 
the most wonderful memory of whicii 
any account has ever been rerorded. 
ne was familiarly known as 'TheCon:- 
plete Concordance" on account of tho 
fact Cart he knew I'je entire Old a:: i 
New Testaments "Jiy heart." He was 
tested a 1mJf dizen jr ;nore <!lffeirr,t 
times Ttof ire the .•»"<• Jttis'i Society of Ad- 
vanced Learning i'rl always sint-ccdcd 
In convincing tV prrfessw? t!?at he 
was all that had Jseen c5:>3rrs«l for biaj.
